It is hoped that while the 
work is being done the Council will conclude to oil all the 
macadam streets where travel is heavy. 

We believe that for the future of Paris the ordinance re- 
quiring that hereafter all pavements laid shall be artificial stone 
or cement is the most important ordinance that has been passed 
in many years. Nothing so beautifies a city as good sidewalks 
and nothing so detracts from its appearance as bad sidewalks. 
Artificial stone is the pavement of the future. It is easy of con- 
struction, easy of repair, last longer and looks better than any 
oTier pavement that can be laid. The Council deserves the 
gratitude of every citizen interested in the future of Paris for 
passing this ordinance, for, under its operation we may reason- 
ably expect within a few years to have a well paved city and 
nothing is more important than that. 

Now the next thing to be done is to require the reconstruc- 
tion to make them conform with the new grade of the street. 
Some of them should be ordered aone immediately as they are 
a constant menace to pedestrians, and the city does not want 
any damage suits to defend. Many months have elapsed since 
Main street was paved and these sidewalks should now be 
ordered relaid wherever necessary.

The State Prison Commission yes- 
terday paroled Mrs. Nannie Young, of 
Owsley county, sent to the Frankfort 
penitentiary last September for house- 
breaking.
